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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: This action is responsive to applicant's arguments 
filed on 1/1 1/201 1 that has been fully considered, but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Callegari et al. (US 2003/004802 A1 ) does not teach decompressing the archive file only at the destination terminal 
specified by the identification information. Callegari et al. clearly teaches the organization and communication of content based on user 
information and subscribed services [0085], which in turn states the ability to get personalized services based on user identification 
information. Applicant also argues that the reference does not teach the memory space of the mobile phone having an access 
management information file that includes a counter value. The reference teaches of a register having an access and use related counter 
that increments to keep track of used coupons to device [0013], thus teaching access management info with counter on mobile device. A 
record of access pertaining to each time a content is presented to the user device is incremented and counted, thus having access 
management information with a counter value. The device also has a value incrementer and decrementer [001 3], for the purpose of 
accessing the content presented.
